Foot-Prints In the Bock. 


About twenty miles west of Nashville 


there is a place called "Narrows of Har- 
peth," one of the most picturesque land- 
scapes to be found in Tennessee. At this 
point Harpeth River forms a horseshoe 
bend, making a circuit of six miles, and 
doubling back on itself to within eighty 
or ninety yards. In the heel of the shoe 
rises a ridge, forming; almost a perpen- 
dicular bluff on both sides extending 
about half a mile south in tho direction 
of the toe of the shoe. 
It rises to the 


height of about four hundred feet, and 
ut the highest point is not more than 
e'lLrlit feet wide on the top, with a per- 
pendicular face on the east side for one 
hundred feet or more—that is, a plumb- 
line suspended iVom the edge of the 
precipice at the top would hang clear 
for one hundred feet or more before it 
would encounter any obstruction. The 
ridge at the bed of the river is some 
ninety yards wide, but tlie slope which 
brings it to that width at thn bottom is 
mostly on the western side. 
At the 


highest point on tho crest of this ridge 
is a flat surface rock, nnd on that rook 
are imprinted six and a half tracks of 
human feet 
These tracks are indented 


into the rock as much as a, quarter of 
an inch, or in some places more. The 
tracks are of bare feot, thetoea all point- 
ing in the same direction—toward the 
east. Most of the tracks arc as perfect 
as if they had been imprinted on moist 
sand or earth. They ;vre in three pairs. 
The lirst or hivgcsl pair is furthest north. 
They are las-; than ;he average size 
man's foot, and larger than the average 
sixe woman's foot, one a little in ad- 
vanoft of the other. The uext pair is on 
the south side, but near to the iirst. In 
size and appearance they represent the 
tracks of a child of sixteen or eighteen 
months old. The track of thorightfoot 
of this pair is turned iu n little at the 
toes, and the toes of that foot are turned 
down, as we oi'len see children when 
first learning to walk scoin to endeavor 
to clutch the iloor with their toes, as if 
to avoid falling or slipping-. 
The topo- 


graphical relation of these tracks to the 
hirgo onus ind'n-atcs that the child might 
have bi:eii holding to iho linger or hand 
of tho lanrer person. 


South oi these little trucks, but is near 


to them, the third pair, indicating a 
child some four or six years old. These 
last wern made by a beautiful pair of 
feet, and are as pretty tracks as a child 
ever made in the dust or soft earth. All 
of these tracks are within three or four 
font of the edge of the precipice on the, 
eastern side, ns already described. But'' 
I havo said there was half a track, 
whiuli is the most interesting feature on 
the tablet. This half track is printed on 
the very edge of the precipice, and re- 
presents the heel and hinder half of the 
toot from the middle of the instep back, 
and would indicate tiiat tlie toes and 
front part of the foot projected over the 
precipice or that the rock had broken 
off at that point. Tho half track is of 
tho large size foot, or foot of the adult 
person, and h immediately in front of 
the large pair of tracks already men- 
tioned. 


-Just hero soiati interesting questions 


arise. Who made those tracks? How 
were th«y made and when wore they 
marie? 1 was born within half a mile 
of the spot, and lived there until I was 
twenty years old. In my youth I often 
stood upon the rock to eujoy tho wild, 
romantic and picturesque scenery sur- 
rounding, and at one time and another 
have spent many hours of my boyhood 
upon it, but never saw the tracks nor 
even heard of them being there. Some 
seven or eight "week's ago I was in the 
neighborhood, in company with my 
youngest son, and took him up to tho 
rock to show him a spot that had been 
interesting 
to 
me 
in 
my boy- 


hood days. While sitting on the rock 
he discovered one of the small tracks. 
They hud evidently been discovered be- 
fore, for they were all covered with 
moss except that one, and it had been, 
but some one had manifestly been pick- 
ing the moss out to make it more dis- 
tinct. He called my attention to it. It 
excited our curiosity, and we then made 
a careful search for others, and found 
the six and a half tracks described. 
Tlicy ware all covered in moss, except 
the one which had been partially re- 
vealed by picking the moss out. I then 
inquired of several of the surrounding 
neighbors, but could find no one who 
had ever seen or heard of them. If they 
were cut by a chisel, it must have been 
by an artist of no mean ability—such 
an artist as certainly never resided in 
that neighborhood. But why should an 
artist, of such capacity have gone to the 
ont-of-tlift-way place to amuse himselt 
cutting tracks' where they would not be 
ili-c .v,.red by :i human being until they 
wciv overgrown with moss, and where

came fired. But this theory is not 
plausible, from the fuelthatin this cli- 
mate we have constant rains and winds, 
and in the winter time frost, and the 
place is so exposed that it i? sr.wely 
possible that tracks made in the soi't 
earth or sand could have withstood the 
action of tho weather1 long enough to 
have hardened into stone. But, if made 
in this way, when was it done and who 
did it? Doubtless it wa« in the long 
ages past, and the sixe of the tracks 
would suggest the possibility, if not the 
probability that they were the tracks of 
a mother and her two children; that 
she may have had the smaller one by 
the hand. 
They were all facing toward 


what is now a precipice.—Cor. ifaslioille

The High License Question. 


In ull portions of the state the 


question of high license is attracting 
attontioc, and there is an earnest do 
sire manifested to learn something 
about the matter 
from localities 


wh>re it has been tested. 
A legisla- 


tive newspaper correspondent recent 
ly interviewed Senator George Hunt, 
wilh the following result- 


lthough the senate was not in 
icm to-diy. Senator Goo. Hunt, 


of Kdgar. was found hard at work 
in the room of the judiciary commit- 
tee, of which he is chairman, and 
was interviewed by the Tribune cor- 
respondent on tho question of high 
license, now agitating tho legisla- 
ttu o, of which he is generally recog- 
nised as one of the leading members. 
Being asked to explain the operation 
of tbe high license system in Edgar 
county, Mr. Hunt said. 


Within the past six years we have 


onjy had license in Paris, where I 
reside, about half the time, and very 
seldom at any other place in the 
county at any time. We have al- 
ways had a high license or none at 
all 
During my recollection the li- 


cense has never been less than $400 
a year. The dealers have also been 
required to sell liquor only in the 
front room, and have been prohibit- 
ited from using screens or painted 
windows. This requirement is in- 
tended to prevent loafing in the sa- 
loons. 


During the last year we have had 


from five to seven saloons, and the 
number now is only about one-half 
what it was when the license was 
only §400 or $500. Oatside of the 
incorporated cities and villages I 
don't think there has been a saloon 
in the county for over 20 years. 


"Where public sentiment,1' con- 


tinued the senator, "is in thorough 
sympathy with the present dramshop 
act, it amounts almost to prohibi- 
tion. Where tho sentiment is good 
enough to strictly enforce the law 
but few saloons will be licensed any- 
way. 
Where it is not, and license is 


granted, the figures should be put 
sufficiently high to keep irresponsi- 
ble parties out of the business, which 
is productive of so largo a percent- 
age of crime, bears its reasonable 
share of the burdens of government. 
TS hen a high license is enacted those 
w no pay tho license are interested in 
(he enforcement of .the law,against 
si lling without n license, and will of 
U euiaelvea see to it, at least to some 
e>.tont, that those who do not pay 
lieenso shall not sell. 


The high-license measures now 


ponding before tho legislature, being 
referred to Senator Hunt, stated he 
did not think the minimum license 
fee should bo placed at less than 
$300, and that ho would favor the 
passage of a bill of that character. 
I-i conclusion, ho said: "I will fav- 
or such a bill because, as I have al- 
ready stated, a high license operates 
t< i some extent as a police measure, 
by making those who pay license in- 
torested in having the law enforced, 
because it tends to keep irresponsi- 
ble persons out of the business, and 
because it makes tho business bear 
iis proportion of taxation."

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The Decay of Literature. 


About thirtv years ago there were 


novelists of the first rank; writers such 
that the announcement of a new publi- 
cation by them sent a thrill through 
every corner not inaccessible to circu- 
lating libraries. 
In the period from 


twenty to torty years removed from us, 
we had been startled by the new power 
revealed, though not for the first time, 
n "Vanity Fan-," and had eagerly^ ac- 
;eptcd "I'etidennis" and the "?few- 
eomes" and "Esmond.'' A foolish con- 
troversy, still sometimes continued, was 
raging as to the rival merit." of their 
author and the contemporary author of 
"Pickwick" and "David CopperSeld." 
Wiser persons enjoyed both, and there 
were few months in which one • did not 
greet with delight the appearance of a 
number of one serial in the familiar >ol- 
low, and another in theenually familiar 
green. Then the whole literary world 
had just been thrown into an excite- 
ment, never since paralleled, by the 
sudden apparition of ".fane Eyre." 
A 


greater writer was making a more grad- 
ual approach to fame by the publication 
of the "Sceiies of Clerical Life." 
And 


besides Thackeray, Diekens.Miss Bronte, 
and George Eliot, a number of writers, 
some happily 
still 
living, provided 


agreeable entertainment in the intervals, ! 
and might be regarded as at least wor- 
thy subordinates. 
Lord Lytton — to 


mention only the dead — was publishing 
"My Novel" and "The Cartons," which 
are at least excellent specimens of good 
literary eraf tsmanship ; Mrs. Gaakell 
produced "iluth" and "Mary Barton," 
and Kingsley wrote "Alton Locke" and 
"Hypatia" and "Westward Ho!" books 
which, if they will not bear the closest 
inspection in all respects, show at least 
a vigor and originality lor which it 
wotua be hard to produce a later par- 
allel. It is rather dangerous, perhaps, 
o ask whether we have snch novelists 
now. 


But, allowing every reader to select 


lis favorite or pair of favorites to be 
vorthy champions of the moderns, he 
will find it hard to fill up a list capable 
of doing battle against their predeces- 
sors. 
Have we any counterbalancing 


considerations to suggest? 
Is there 


any department of literature in which 
we can claim a creponderance as dis- 
,inct as our predecessors in this direc- 
tion? 
In poetry, philosophy, fiction, 


we seem to have the worst of it. There 
19 yet one direction in which we might 
make a stand. 
History should be a 


strong point, for in history we are ap- 
proaching the scientiGc lield: and in 
lilstory nobody eau doubt that wo have 
made in some respects enormous ad- 
vances. The Anglo-Saxon and Charle- 
magne have been nearly abolished, and 
that is understood to mean that we have 
made a groat advance in accuracy of 
research. IStit, from the literary point 
of view, it may be doubted whether we 
could meet, without misgiving such a 
champion as Macaulay. The difference 
is significant. 
It is ea^y to point put 


Maeaulay's glaring defects ; the limita- 
tion of his political views ; the offensive 
glitter of his style; and, in that respect, 
at least one living historian seeraa to be 
justly his superior. Vet, when we read 
the "Essays" and the first part of the 
"History,'1 we aro leas confident. 
The 


extraordinary fullness of knowledge, 
the command of material, the power of 
grouping events and forming them into 
a clear and flowing narrative are so 
undeniable that we are inclined to ad- 
mit, in spite of his faults, that ho is 
unapproached by his successors in the 
powo- which goes lo a monumental 
work. 
Modern writers seetn to be 


Bometimaa the victims of an indigestion 
caught at the State Paper Office ; some- 
times they are tempted to tae.k together 
a series of brilliant pamphlets and trust 
to fortune to make it history. At pres- 
ent they seem scarcely capable of turn- 
ing out work so massive, so finely 
executed, and marked by such unity of 
design a-, tlieir forefathers. 
And yet 


we may admit that, in. history ac least, 
we have the advantage of a serious and 
energetic body of students really achiev- 
ing good work, and at least accumula- 
ting tho material of literary triumphs. 
Casting a rapid glance over these facts 
the conclusion seems lo be inevitable. 
The literary, like the natural, harvest 
has been of late bligtited and scanty. 
We have passed from a land lio>vi ig 
with milk and honey into s comparative 
desert. As Johnson said when he we-it 
from England to Scotland, we see tli« 
flower dying away to the sJalU. 
In :i 


utilitarian and scientific sense we inaj 
be making progress; in the region^ of 
imagination and artistic achievement— 
so far, at least, as literature ii con- 
cerned- -we 
have 
been 
progressing 


backward, 
f treat names are scarce; 


there is hardly :i leader left who e.ui 
stir the enthusiasm of the young and 
make its feel that the torch of intel- 
lectual light is being delivered into 
worthy hands. 
If we would not flatter 


the time, must we not confess that we 
are at least crossing a barren xoue, and 
at present without 'any distinct glimpse 
of a fertile re/i'in lieyon<IP--<>w»ftiW

RAILROADS. 


An Ordinance in Relation to Rail- 
roads. 


SECTION 1. UP if ordained i»i the I'ltu Council 
«/ th« city of Decatur, That it stmll bp unlawi ul 
lor any railroad company or corporation, ron- 
duotor, engineer, agent or othor employe ol 
any such railroad tompnu} or eorponition or 
other person raanaRlnjc or controlling any 
locomotive ODgmo, cur or train upon nny rail- 
-oad traelc within tho corporate limits ot ttiiil 
city of Docntnr,to drive, propel or inn any 
passenger train within the limits oi'faiiid cily at 
i greater rate of speed than ten miles per 
lour, or to drhe, propel or run within sold 
.imita any locomotive engine, car or tram, 
other than a pnsscntfcr train, al a ^renter rate 
ol 6pecd than Pix miles per hour, or in nny 
manner to obstruct the tnuclor pasiufrc along 
any sidewalk or sticet of Rind city liypluomfror 
leaving: npon, along1 or across any such side- 
walk or street any truck, locomotive oiiRinp.car 
or train of carB, or any material or thing what- 
soever for n longer periotl than ttn minutes at 
nuy one time, aud immediately tlicrealter for 
the full period ol ten minntett, eueh sidewalk 
or street hhall not be nfmin obstructed. Any 
company, corporation or person violating; any 
of tho provisions ot this section shall be sub- 
ject to a penalty of not less than live dollars 
nor more thnii two hundred dollars lor uic-h 
and every offense. 


SECTION 8 That any railroad company or 
corpoiation, which docs now or bcrenlter mav 
operate any railroad within or through the 
corporate limits of said city oi Decatur, shall 
construct nnd maintain sate, commodious and 
convenient crossings across the track ol such 
railroad whore the same Intersects any street, 
lane or avenue of said city the full width ol 
such street, lane or avenue, and shall also 
make and maintain suflldcnt and proper con- 
duits, culverts aud gultCiS to carry off al! 
water under or alons tnieh railroad track. The 
City Superintendent of Streets f-hwll. from 
time to time, notify In writing tho station 
agent or other officeror ngcnt of any ritllrnnd 
company aforesaid, within what time and in 
what manner Raid eity will require the con- 
struction or ropair of tho crossings, conduits, 
culverts and gutters aforesaid; and upon fail- 
ure of sneh railroad company to construct or 
repair such crossings, conduits, culverts and 
gutters aforesaid pursuant to the notice afore- 
said, such railroad company shall forfeit to 
said city one hundred dollars: and upon the 
persistent refusal of such railroad company 
to compls- with the notice aforesaid for a period 
ol thirty days after judgment for the lirst ,'uia 
each successive forfeiture, auch milioad com- 
pany shall forfeit to said eity a like bum of one 
hundred dollara. 


SEC'TIOV .'J. Any person having tlic manage- 


ment of any railroad locomotive, who shall run 
or drive the same within the corpoiate limits 
of said city without having placed on the top 
of the chimney thereof n bonnet or spark ar- 
rester sufficient to prevent all ai L-idcntB by lire 
from tho sparks of such locomotive, or who 
shall fall to constantly rmfr tho bellot such
